It added that 
“should conditions change in the future and addi­ 
tional com m ercial ground be required, an appli­ 
cation for a change of zoning of the Luff farm 
would be considered.” 


The shopping center would have contained 
two large stores — one a supermarket — plus 
seven sm aller businesses. Ray said at the last 
m eeting of the supervisors he was sure of 80 to 
OO per cent commitment as soon as the tract 
was rezoned. 


In other action, the board noted the township’s 
share of the gas tax subsidy from the county is

Bucks Attorney Says Act 
Unconstitutional

The suit was brought by the 
Philadelphia Committee of 70, 
with political leaders of nearby 
Bucks County joining it. 


Arthur B. 
Newbold III, 
at­ 


torney for the Committee, ad­ 
vised the court he did not ask 


that the April 28 primary be 
halted.

guide the legislature in revising 
the apportionment law.

attorney, 
George T. Kelton, suggested the 
high court declare the reappor­ 
tionment act unconstitutional as 
it refers to Bucks County. 


The justices, with only Justice 
Michael A. Musmanno not pres­ 
ent, discussed various aspects 
of the suit with Newbold and 
Kelton.

Newbold said he thought the

Rest and good home nursing 
care are the best ways to keep 
down any com plications which 
may arise from either of the 
diseases, Dr. Meyer said. He 
also s a i d 
that 
if 
earache, 
severe headache, or g a str o in ­ 
testinal sym ptom s develop or if 
the persons is sick more than 
a few days, the family p hysi­ 
cian should be consulted. 


The two diseases are also hit­ 
ting the adult population quite 
heavily. 
Dr. 
Meyer said that 
adults are usually made sicker 
by German m easles than are 
childres even in the mild form 
of the illness.
